Many Trainers In Britain 
Closing Establishments 
For Duration Of War 


BY J. FAIRFAX-BLAKEBOROUGH 


Harry Lawson Cottrill is one more 
trainer who is closing down his es- 
tablishment for ‘‘the duration’. He 
farms at Seven Barrows, 
well as training and is giving up his 


stable because of the difficulty of get- 


ting lads to look after horses. Born 
at Bolton, in Lancashire, in 1882, 
Cottrill comes of an old hunting 
family and began his career on the 
Turf by riding ‘chasing as an ama- 
teur. 


Lots of other trainers in addition 
to Cottrill have ‘shut up shop.” 
Some have gone into the army and 
passed their strings—very attenuat- 
ed—to others for the time being. H. 
(‘Chub’) Leach is the most recent 
of these. His brother Jack has been 
in khaki almost since the outbreak 
of the war, and now their veteran 
father has charge of all three strings. 
Felix Leach, like Cottrill, hails from 
Lancashire, AS a small boy he visited 
his brother (a well-known New- 
market vet) and accidentally fell in 
with Mr. Mat Dawson on The Heath. 
That great trainer took him as ap- 
prentice and Felix stayed with Mat 
until he became his head man, a posi- 
tion he afterwards held with Dick 
Marsh, Later he rejoined Mat Daw- 
son aS partner, and, on the latter's 


retirement, set up on his own ac- 
count. An all round sportsman is 
genial Felix, breeding  bloodstock, 


cattle, fox terriers, greyhounds, and 
game cocks, and being keen on box- 
ing, falconry and hunting. 


Other trainers have relinquished 
their licences owing to labour and 
forage difficulties; yet others for the 
very good reason that they have no 
horses to train. Their patrons are 
either in the services, or have found 
the expenses too great and the op- 
portunities of running horses too 
few to allow them to continue’ as 
“owners”. IT fancy that when we have 
dictated the peace terms in Berlin 
next Spring, and the Turf once more 
into its own, it will not be 
nearly so easy as it has hitherto been 
to obtain a trainer’s license.

I notice ‘“‘The Chronicle’, recently 
advocated an extension of vigilance 
and control, making it necessary for 
owners to hold a license. Here are a 
few sentences from a leading article: 


“One thing remains: to strike at 
the root of the evil itself. Those peo- 
ple who are capable of dishonest rac- 
ing practices must be ferreted out 
and for ever barred from racing. The 
owner, the trainer and the _ rider 
must be made to feel the hand of 
public authority to such an extent 
that each becomes invested with a 
public trust: the obligation to carry 
on racing honestly and well. Licenses 
to own, train and race should be 
given as sparingly as law degrees. 
References should be required of the 
most exacting nature, Those doubtful 
characters that have the power to 
ruin racing by unscrupulous practi- 
ces must be ruled off the American 
tracks for ever. No test can be too 
rigid, no reference too searching if 
American racing is to continue on 
the high plane that alone can keep 
the public’s trust.” 


It is not so only to guard against 
malpractices on the Turf that licen- 
ses to train in Great Britain will be 
much more sparingly given in future. 
Most capable, experienced and hon- 
est as were many of the “‘little men”, 
there were too many of them with 2 
or 3 horses only.

A THREE YEAR OLD PROSPECT 

One year ago, I was given a beauti- 
ful little 2-year-old colt, Halethorpe, 
by Kantar out of Miss Careful, just 
off the track. We have a grand old 
horse, Hubar. He and the young ‘un 
became friends and always went to- 
gether. Without Hubar this little 
history might not have been written. 

Our first job was to “mouth” the 
colt, This meant doing many figures 
of eight and circles. Next we began 
to jump him over little logs in the 
woods paths. One day he was put in 
acorral and jumped around the fen- 
ces. Fach week our rides were long- 
er and fences bigger. Often I hacked 
along the roads to accustom him to 
traffic. The day of his first fox-hunt, 
we went early to the meet to show 
him the hounds and strange horses. 
We had a nice little hunt and_ he 
learned a lot. After that we called 
him Halethorpe Hopeful. 

When school opened in the fall, I 
exercised him when possible and 
hunted every Saturday and holiday; 
but never gave him a hard day _ be- 
cause of his age.

gets too bad, a veterinarian should 
be called. When riding, be sure the 
girth is not too tight and the bit 
feels comfortable in the  pony’s 
mouth. The pony’s tongue should al- 
ways be under the bit. In using a pel- 
ham bit be sure the curb chain is 
fastened through the rings, so it will 
not rub the pony’s mouth. 


When flies are bad in summer a 
net bonnet or covering is a good pro- 
tection for the ears which are espec- 
ially tender. Always pick out your 
pony’s hoof before and after riding. 
This is important to keep its legs 
sound. Never use a lame pony, be- 
cause it’s cruel. 


Carrots and apples are better than 
sugar to give for a pony’s reward. 
Too much sugar is bad for them. If 
your pony is gentle go in the stall 
and play with him. That makes it 
love you more. I think a pony can be 
a child’s best friend. Mine is.

TEACHING A PONY TO DRIVE 

To teach a pony to drive is very 
interesting and exciting. Be very 
quiet when you work with the pony. 
Put the harness on him in the stable 
for some time each day. Do this until 
he is used to the different parts of 
the harness. Then take him from the 
stable and drive him around without 
a cart, teaching him to stop and go 
as commanded. 


After doing this for two or three 
days, hook him up to a cart with 
some one leading him. It is always 
best to hook him to a two-wheel cart. 
If you haven't one be sure the wheels 
of the four-wheel cart turn under. 
Some times, serious accident happen 
when ponies turn carts over. Let the 
person lead the pony until he gets 
used to the noises of the cart. Then 
let the pony go alone slowly. 


Drive him every day, teaching him 
to hold the cart back going down 
hills and not to be afraid of a car- 
riage whip. Later you can teach the 
pony to drive in teams and tandems.
